Newberry is the third member 
the Senate in the last 30 years 
to be convicted of criminal prac- 
tioes during tenure of office. 
The others were Senator John 
H. Mitchdl of Oregon, who was 
a member of the Seitete for 26 
years, and Senator Joseph R. 
BtartSh'of Kansas. Both were 
Republicans, and each was con- 
victed of using his influence as 
Senator before Government De- 
partments at Washington for 
corrupt pur poses — Senator 
Mitchell in gaining contracts for 
a constituent and Burton for ac- 
cepting a fee for appearing as 
attorney before the Post Office 
Department. Mitchell never 
served any of his sentence, nor 
did he resign frnn the -Senate. 
He died in Portland. Ore, In 
1905, before his term of imprM- 

term Of six months. He did not 
resign from, the Sena^ until his 
prison term began. 

The most recent Senatorial in 
v^stigation, of course, was in 
the Lorimer case, from Illinois.

New Tork, April 12. — EhEpanslon and 
advancement in every department of 
Salvation Army work as a result of 

the 1919 Home Service Fund are shown 
in a full accounting of that Fund Just 
made public by Commander Evangeline 
Booth at the NaUonal HeadQuarters 
of tiie organlcatl<m here. The finan- 
cial statement, which is of January 31, 
1920, shows total expenditures through- 
out the country up to and Including 
that date of $13,257,552. with' a re- 
mainder on hand fiMf tihe fbor monttis 
to May 31, of $910,140. 

Details of the statement disclose 
that the sum of $1,441,185 was ex- 
pmded up to January 81, for the main- 
tenance of 909 corps and outposts In 
all parts of the United States. This 
item includes rentals of halls and their 
maintenance, salaries of 1,800 oOleen, 
the expenses of work for dilldren and 
young people. AM eoet of an local re- 
lief work of whatever nature, and such 
incidental ezi>enditures as postage, 
printing, stationery and the like.* 

In the period covered by the report 
the avm'of $1,680,429 was expended by 
thirty-four provincial and divisional 
headquarters for fresh-air farms and 
camps, comprehensive relief work of 
a special nature amongst the poor, the 
sldr and the dlstresaed. These head- 
quarters are charged wjth the over- 
sight and direction of all corps and 
sUnj^r activj.tjes In their Jurisdiction 
• as well as the extension of Salvation 
Army tttart to mioccupled fields and 
localities. Hence, this Item^Tnclu^es 
also salaries £j ^^.^J^^^ o^ers, o*t 
clerical anj other l^ployees, necessai^ 
traveUgg expenMfc jjoatafet the coat of 
adveriMng, i^Duclqr and a pSrtl<m of 
the expenditures Incidental to the or- 
ganization of the financial campaigns. 
Details of Expenditures. 
Other items detailed in the report 
indnde tlie asm of $821,080, repre- 
senting administrative and other ex- 
penses borne by National Hearquar- 
ters in New York and Territorial Head- 
quarters in Chicago; $187,309 r^re- 

senting the cost of operating and main- 
taining 25 rescue homes and maternity 
hospitdm a-jweral hospital and one 
for children, S'diUdren's homes and 11 

slum settlements and nurseries; and 
(400,000 apportioned according to the 

1919 budget for the pension fOa^. for 
aged or disabled officers. 

Most significant, as Indicating the 
remarkable advancement made by the 
Salvationists during the past year as 
a result of the 1919 Fund contributed 
by the country, are the lifting of mo^ 
gages to the amoimt pf $1,881,198 ano 
the outlay of ?7,038,834 for new build- 
ings and additions, making a total of 
$8,919,528. 

Hitherto demands iqton the Salva- 
tion Army's tforta have been so mucb 
greater than Its income that It has 
labored under a tremendous indebted- 
ness, Ks oflcera have been reduced to 
oart pay year after year, and the or- 
.ganlzatlon has been handicapped in Its 
operations. 

Not All Mortoagee Liquidated. 
Only a part 9t the nw^gage Indebt- 
edness was paid off last year, however; 
the increased demands upon the Army 
everywhere in the country being so 
great that increased and new facilities 
for hospitals, reacoe homes and other 
Army institutions called for the out- 
lay of more than $7,000,000. Army 
officers hope that the response to the 

1920 Home Service Appeal jriU be such 
as to permit of the wiping out of much 
of the remaining mortgage Indebted- 
ness, provide for the maintenance ot 
the organization's established activities 
and make urgently needed extensions 
and development possible.

Months ago supporters of 
Henry Ford, who ran^ against 
Newberry for the Senate, charg 
ed that Ford had been cheated 
out of the election, and demand- 
ed an investigation.

The friends 
of the treaty on both sides of the 
Senate were ready to get togethe 
when, by reason of an inm-boand 
agreemant of aoma aort, whieh 
the Repabliean leadara aolemaly 
entered faito at the f«ty ineeptfon 
of thia mntiowa y , thef loand 
thamaelfea in themaalfaB in the 
poaition thar eoold not vote their 
own convictons unless they got 
the consent of Senators who dis- 
agreed with them fundamentally 
and in every particular.
